Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "ledger" and "the 
plurality of end points" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered.

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The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: Although the specification details "end portions" there is no 
support in the specification for "a plurality of end portions". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent #5,875,606 to JENSEN. Regarding claims 1 ,4 and 7, JENSEN discloses the use 
of an anchor bolt assembly including a bolt (2) having an elongated portion (2a) with 
external threads (5) and an integral arcuate portion (3) positioned in a hollow core of a 
masonry block (in the direction of 21a); a toggle member (9) positionable along the 
elongate portion (2a) and disposed between a hollow masonry core (between panels 
(18 and 19) such that the toglle member (9) has a front surface (as at 15) that engages 
an interior surface of the masonry block (18), see Figure 5; and a nut (11b) also 
positionable along the elongate member (2a0 but disposed at an exterior of the 
masonry block (19). In reference to claims 2,5 and 7, the assembly of JENSEN also 
includes a washer (8) positionable between a ledger member (10). Further regarding 
claim 4, the elongate member has grooves/threads (5). In reference to claims 3,6 and 
8, the assembly of JENSEN further includes two toggle members (9 and 10). The

toggle member (10) has members (12 and 13) that are movable towards one another 
and away from the arcuate member (3) when compresed.
